the presence of such meinher of the Board or oilicers as tho meinbers at a meeting may 
appoint for this purpose. 

36. The list of duly returned candidates for the whole cantonment shall bo forwarded 
by the Executive Ollicer to the District Magistrate, who will forward the Sfame to the Local

VI.—Disputes. 

37. All disputes arising under these rules shall be decided by tho Commanding 
Officer, and liis decision shall lx* final. A breach of these rules renders a person liable 
to the penalty })rovided by section 26H of the Act. Tho olfence of personation, of undue 
influence and of bribery at an election an* punishable under sections 171E and 17IF of 
the Indian Penal Code, liSfiO, as amended by the Indian Elections Otfenci'S and Inquiries 
Act, 11)20 (XXXIX of l‘J20).

Report. 

This was a petition made by the petitioner, Maulvi Abdul Hakim Mukhtar, for 
setting aside the election of respondent No. 1, Mr. Altaf Ali, to the Bengal Legislative 
C!onncil by the Myoiensingh East Muhammadan Constituency at the last general election. 
The petitioner and the two respondents were the rival candidates, 'riie main ground on 
which this petition was made, was that the election of respondent No. 1 had been secured 
by corrupt practices and undut-. influence. Ihe petition was opposed by ri^spondent 
No. 1. After wo had settled the points for determination, the petitioner, on the 2Jrd 
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June last, applied to withilraw from the case. A notice of the applicationTor 
was accordingly publislicd, under Rule .‘til (il) of the Hcngal Eleotoral Rules, 

Valcntta Gazette; dated tin* Hth of July last. On tlio 2bth of July last the pleaders for 
petitioner and the respondent No. 1 were heard, with r(»ference to the application for* 
withdrawal. The main ground on which the withdrawal was prayed for, was that the 
election petition was dcft'Ctive, inasmuch as the allegation that illegal gr.itification had 
been promised by respondent No. 1 to the petitioner was not a fact, as only a proposal to 
that effect hud been made. It was also urged that, owing to the alleged illness of the 
respondent No. 2. Dr. A. Suhrawardy, the petitioner was unable to secure this respondent’s 
evidence. In our opinion, there was no reason for with^holding permission to withdraw, 
with reference to Rule Jt) of the Bengal Electoral Rules, and by our order, dated the 
28th of July last, we accordingly granted the application for witlidrawal, directing the 
petitioner to pay to the respondent No. 1 Rs. IfiO as pleaders* fees and also the costs 
incurred by tlie respondent No. 1 in court and process fees and witnesses’ expenses. 

We, further, directed that a notice of the withdrawal was to be published in the 
Ot/fu/'a under Rule 311 (5) (6j of the rules. That notice was published in the 

Calcutta Gazette^ dated the (Ith of August 11124, and the matter was put up before us 
to-da)'. As fourteen days have expired since tbe ]»ublication of that notice, as re({uired 
under Rule 39 (5) (r) of the rules, and as no one has a])peared to be substituted in the 
place of the petitioner, no further action is iioeessary on (»ur part. We are, therefore, of 
opinion that the election petition should accordingly be treated as dismissed, with costs, 
noted above, and we beg to recommend accordingly to His Excellency the Governor * 
Bengal.
